har Islands in respect of matters specified in paragraph 5 
herein-below, 

2. The Advisory Committee shall consist of the following 
members, namely 

(a) the person for the time being representing the Union 
territory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands in the 
Lok Sabha; 

(b) the Chief Commissioner of the Union territory of 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands; 

(c) the senior Vice-Chairman of the Municipal Board, 
Port Blair; 

(d) seven persons elected for the purpose from among 
members of the Chief Commissioner's Advisory 
Committee so, however, that at least two of them 
shall be peisons representing the Nicobar Group of 
Islands. 

3. I he election of members under clause (d) of paragraph 
2 above shall be by show of hands and their term or member- 
ship shall ordinarily be from the first of April or the date of 
their election, whichever is later, upto the 31st of March 
ol' the succeeding year. 

4. the meetings of the Advisory Committee shall be pre- 
sided over by the Minister of Home Affairs or in his absence 
bv a Minister of State in the Ministry of Home Affairs. 

5. The Advisory Committee shall be consulted in regard 
to : — 

(i) general questions of policy relating to the adminis- 
tration of the territory in the State field; 

(ii) all legislative proposals concerning the territory in 
regard to matters in the State list; 

(iii) such matters relating to the annual financial state- 
ment of the Union in so far as it concerns the terri- 
tory and such other financial questions as may be 
specified in the rules prescribed by the President; 
and 

(iv) any other matter on which it may be considered 
necessary or desirable by the Minister of Home 
Affairs that the Advisory Committee should be con- 
sulted. 

6. The Advisory Committee shall meet at intervals of not 
more than six months. 

7. Subject to the discretion of the Minister of Home Affairs, 
or the Minister presiding over a meeting, to refuse in the 
public interest to give any information or to allow discussion 
on any matter, members of the Advisory Committee will 
have rights in regard to interpolations analogous to and 
under similar limitations as those of members of a State 
legislature. 

8. The membership of the Advisory Committee shall not 
carry any remuneration but the members will be entitled to 
travelling allowance and daily allowance in respect of jour- 
neys/halts in connection with the meetings of the Committee 
in accordance with the general or special orders issued by the 
Government of India from time to time in this regard. 

9. The conduct of business of the Advisory Committee 
shall be jeguluted by such rules of procedure as may be 
framed time to lime by the Minister of Home Affairs in con- 
sultation with the Advisory Committee.

This concession shall not, however, be admissible to 
a candidate who hHs already appeared at eight pre- 
vious examinations; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years jf a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has received education through the medium of 
French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka 
(formerly known as Cevlon) and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November, 1964, under the 


(c) The Freedom Fighters of Goa, Daman and Diu who 
were not employees of the Portuguese Government of Goa, 
Daman and Diu and participated in the liberation struggle and 
suffered as a consequence thereof, imprisonment or detention 
fo r not less than six months under the former Portuguese 
Administration, will be permitted to appear at the examination 
provided they have not attained the age of 35 years as on 
1st January 1972. 


Note.— C andidates claiming age concession under Rule 5

Such 
candidates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
ebjfible but the admission would be deemed to be provisional 
and subject, to cancellation if they do not produce proof of 
having passed the examination, as soon as possible, and in 
any case not later than two months after the commencement 
of this examination. 


Note HI. — Tn exceptional cases, the Commission may 
treat a candidate, who has not any of the qualifications pres- 
cribed in this rule as educationally qualified provided that 
he . Possesses qualifications the standard of which, in the 
opinion of the Commission, justifies his admission to the 
examination 

7. Candidates must pav the fee prescribed Anuexure I to 
the Commission’s Notice. 

8. A candidate already in Government Service, whether in 
a permanent or a temporary capacity or as a work-charged 


employee other than a casual or daily-rated employee, must 
obtain prior permission of the Head of the Department to 
appear for the Examination. 

9, The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final, 

JO. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion, 

U. Any attempt on the part of u candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

12. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting lubricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination, or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution, — ■ 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period ; — 

(i) by the Commisfion from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of can- 
didates; and 

( U ) by the Central Government from employment 
under them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules if he is already in service under Government. 

13. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination, as may be fixed by the 
Commission in their discretion, shall be summoned by them 
for the Personality Test. 

14. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
for appointment up to the number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of the examination. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general standard, 
be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed standard 
to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to 
the fitnes^ of these candidates for appointment to the Service 
irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the exami- 
nation. 

15. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and ihc Commission 
will pot enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 


16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment. unless Government arc satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary that the candidate is suitable in 
all respects for appointment to the Railway Service. 

17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A candi- 
date. who after such medical examination as Government 
or the appointing authority ^ as the case may be, may pres- 
cribe is found not to satisfy these requirements will not be 
appointed. Only such candidates as are likely to be consi- 
dered for appointment will be medically examined. Candidates 
will have to pav a fee of Rs. 16.00 to tho Medical Board con- 
cerned nt the time of the medical examination, 
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Noth. — I n order of prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined bv a Government medi- 
cal oilicer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before applying 
for admission to the examination. Particulars of the nature 
of the medical lest to which candidates will be subjected 
before appointment and of the standards required are given in 
Appendix 11 to these Rules. For the disabled ex-Defence 
Services personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent with 
the requirements of the service, 

18. No person 

(a) who has entered inlo or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 


Provided that the Central Government may, it satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
are other grounds tor so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

19. Conditions oi apprenticeship for the Special Class 
\pprenticej4 selected through this examination are given in 
Appedix III. Brief particulars relating to the Indian Rail- 
way Service of Mechanical Engineers are also given in 
Appendix TV.
